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When to Marry. 


The British Government some time 


ago issued a series of rather uovci in- 
structions to its representatives on the 
Continent of Europe. Although vmnsnal 
in character, it was exceedingly simple, 
being nothing moro than tin order to 
collect information as to the earnest ago 
nt which marriages cnu be celebratedI nc- 
cordine to law in the vanons States, Hie 
work was done, and tho several reports 
have jnst been published in. th» form of 
n parliamentary paper. 
W ithout any 


reference to the qnalit> of usefulness 
which the information may possess, it is 
certainly cnrions. It would seem that 
the laws upon this subject are not all 
laws which have grown np from a com- 
mon origin in remote times, but rather 
that they have been made independently 
in the several nations, and have been 
modeled, or at any rate often influenced, 
bv ecclesiastical rulers. la making this 
remark we do not lose sight of what may 
be said about the customs in ttoman. 
Byzantine, and Greek flays, but judge 
merely from facts as they are now. 


In Hungary, males may marry at four- 


teen, and females at twelve, provided 
thev belong to cither tho Greek or Ko- 
man ChuFch; but if they hove been 
broncht op in the hcresis ol Protestan- 
ism thev must wait till they are respec- 
tively eighteen and fifteen; whDfenn. in , 
\U8trin, persons are minors until they 
attain the age 
of 
twenty-four, and' 


they must not mary before that time 
without the formal consent of botu par- 
nuts 
There is no restriction on the 


ground of religion, however, although 
children of 'jotli sexes under fourteen are 
forbidden to contract marriage. In Deu- 
marka man may not marry under twenty, 
nor a woman under sixteen; but in the 
other parts ol Scandinavia a man must 
be twenty-one. In Belgium and P.-ance, 
eighteen and fifteen are the respective 
Knits and in Bavaria there are no less 
then four laws in operation, each having 
reference to a particular district. Ine 
ages fixed by these range from twelve to 
fifteen for girls, and fourteen to eigh- 
teen for boys—for so in truth we must 
caU them." About two or three and 
twenty years ago, a law was passed in 
Hesse-Darmstadt prohibiting males from 
mam-ing before they had attained the 
age o"f 25, but this has since been amend- 
ed, and twenty-one is now the limit. 
In Switzerland there is no uniformity ai 
oil. each canton apparently having gone 
its'own way in this business. Ihe ages 
.Appointed there range from twelve to 
"Biventeen for girls, and fourteen to 
twentv for the other sex—the lower ages 
bein-'always found to obtain in those 
districts where the old cauou laws are 
stiil resoeeted. In two cantons, people 
may marry at any ige, "after their first 
communion." In Greece, the ages are 
eitthteeu and fifteen; so they are in Kou- 
nmnia; but in Russia they are eighteen 
and sixteen, lu "Turkey there are no 
laws upon the subject at all: but it is 
worthy of note, remembering the social 
affinities of the Lapps, that in Lapland 
boy» may marrr- at seventeen, and girls 
at fourteen, provided they have "attain- 
ed the requisite knowledge of the Chris- 
tian religion."

promote early marriages, partly, no 
doubt, on the ground of morality, but 
partly also for other reasons, -winch -wo 
need not attempt to enumerate. This 
influence still prevails in certain locali- 
ties 
Since the growth of the civU au- 


thority, there has been nn evident ten- 
dency to extend the restricted period 
when marriage cannot be legally solemn- 
nized, and this is due partly and in some 
places to sanitary considerations, and in 
others to the supposed requirements of 
tho military service. 
"W e do not tmcl 


that any attention has been paid to this 
in the parliamentary paper we have re- 
ferred to, bnt it is a matter ol history m 
some countries, and it has probably ex- 
ercised more influence than has been at- 
tributed to it. 
We imagine that these returns are on- 


ly preliminary to others ol a much more 
complex nature which are to follow. 
They bear, of course, directly upon the 
long-vexed question of the advantages 
or otherwise of early marriages. These, 
acain, are mainly of a twofold cjnrac- 
ter—the healthiness of the offspring and 
the frequency of divorces. Bat they are 
hifihly important. 
Statistics regarding 


the consequences of intermarriage be- 
tween blood 
relations 
are copious 


enough, but we know nothing certainly 
of the effects of age. It is a question 
worthy of consideration, whether there 
is not in this country a large fnnti of in- 
formation npon the subject, which, with 
very little trouble, could be made avail- 
able. We believe there is, and if the 
conjecture be correct, there seems to be 
no reason why that information should 
not be collected.—Ae« York Ti.ne*.
